It must be admitted that the 
world situation doeg not look bright 
at the present time.

There is no doubt but 
that the wheat situation this fall 
was the most serious which Canada 
has ever faced an dit is quite lkely 
the majority of people may never 
realize the possibilities for disaster 
that were contained therein. Of 
course, it i§ difficult to estimate in 
dollarg and cents the value to the 
grain growers of the west the steps 
that wer etaken, but most thinking 
farmers wh ohave knowledge of the 
situation realize that the grain 
marketing system of thig country 
had definite possibilities of a com- 
plete breakdown and drastic meas- 
ures had to be taken. The situation 
as regards wheat marketing in west- 
ern Canada ig very different from 
that of the United States where the 
bulk of the commodity is purchased 
for domestic consumption. In this 
country we have to depend on ex- 
port markets. And even in their 
favorable position United States 
wheat growers have had a calami- 
tous marketing season, A Chicago 
grain exchange news service re- 
cently came out with the following 
comment: 

“United States government has re- 
moved restrictions in grain trading 
in the belief that prices would ad- 
vance as has been stated by the 
trade would happen. Instead, prices 
broke to new lows. This is breeding 
trouble because the nation at large 
does not understand the situation.”
